PRESIDENT SHERWOOD’S LIBRARY 


He Is the Head of 
Naturalists’ Club 
in Gotham—Some of the Vol­ 
umes to Be Sold Will Be 
in Big Demand. 


New York, Nov. 22.—Some of the 
rarest liooks, dealing 
with 
natural 


history, in the world, will he cold at 


auction during the three days begin­ 
ning: today. 
They are from the libra­ 
ry of President Sherwood, of the New 
York Naturalists’ club. 
One featuie of the collection is the 
manuscripts 
and 
autobiography 
of. 
Dr. William Darlington, who was a! 
major in tlie war of 1812, a member) 
of congress, and a well known bota­ 
nist. who w a s,a lso a physic.an in 
ia*actire for some years at M'esr. (’hes- 
tm, Pa. 
Dr. Darlington married (’ath- 
ei iiie Lacey, i daugliter of Gen. John 
Lacy, of Revolutionary war fame. 
One of the earliest American botan­ 
ical works in the collection is 


1762 edition cf John Clayton’s ‘ Flora 
Virginica.” 
This work was edited by 
the learned Prof. John F. Gronovius. 
It is the second edition and the one 
most cited, the first edition having 
been the first systematic enumeration 
of North American plants. 
Another and greater rarity is Hum­ 
phrey Marshall’s ‘Arbiistrum Ameri- 
canum: 
The American Grove, or an 
Alphabetical 
Catalogue 
of 
Forest 
Trees and Shrubs, Natives 
of 
the 
American Fnited States, arranged ac­ 
cording 
to 
the 
Linntean System,” 
Phikadelphia, 1785. 
It is the first important botanical 
work puhlkshed in the United States. 
This copy belonging to the celebiated 
Dr. P^othergill, and bears his auto­ 
graph presentation. 
Some rare early editions of Edgar 
Allen Poe were also placed on sale 
today. 
One of the volumes is expect­ 
ed to realize thousands for its owner.
